Claim 1 , line 9, the phrase " the size of the n-type transistor and the size of the 
ESD protection system collectively are less than the size of a single n-type transistor 
adapted to comply with both the operational requirement and the ESD requirement" 
change to "the area of the n-type transistor the area of the ESD protection system 
collectively are less than the area of a single n-type transistor adapted to comply with 
both the operational requirement and the ESD requirement". 
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Claim 9, line 8, the phrase "wherein the size of the n-type transistor and the size 
of the means for protecting the circuit collectively are less than the size of a single n- 
type transistor adapted to comply with both the operational requirement and the ESD 
requirement" changes to "wherein the area of the n-type transistor and the area of the 
means for protecting the circuit collectively are less than the area of a single n-type 
transistor adapted to comply with both the operational requirement and the ESD 
requirement". 

Claim 17, line 9, the phrase "the size of the n-type transistor and the size of the 
one of the NMOS transistor and the PMOS transistor collectively are less than the size 
of a single n-type transistor adapted to comply with both the operational requirement 
and the ESD requirement" changes to "the area of the n-type transistor and the area of 
the one of the NMOS transistor and the PMOS transistor collectively are less than the 
area of a single n-type transistor adapted to comply with both the operational 
requirement and the ESD requirement". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 8/4/2008 with respect to claims 1 , 9, and 1 7 have 
been fully considered and found persuasive. As a result, claims 1 , 3-9, 1 1-20 are 
allowed over prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The prior art of record neither anticipates nor obvious the claimed subject matter 
of the instant application as a whole with taken alone or in combination, in particular, 
prior art of record does not teach: 

"the area of the n-type transistor the area of the ESD protection system 
collectively are less than the area of a single n-type transistor adapted to comply with 
both the operational requirement and the ESD requirement" as recited in claim 1 , 

"the area of the n-type transistor and the area of the means for protecting the 

circuit collectively are less than the area of a single n-type transistor adapted to comply 
with both the operational requirement and the ESD requirement" as recited in claim 9, 
and 

"the area of the n-type transistor and the area of the one of the NMOS transistor 
and the PMOS transistor collectively are less than the area of a single n-type transistor 
adapted to comply with both the operational requirement and the ESD requirement" as 
recited in claim 17 respectively. 

Claims 3-8, 11-16, 18-20 are also allowed as being directly or indirectly 
dependent of the allowed independent base claims.
